ItniilunRcr a Morphine Fiend. 

Paris, Oct. 25. — It Iihh just transpired 
that Boulanger was terribly addicted to tho 
morphine habit. Most of the dramatic in- 
cidents of his life were passed while under 
the influence of hypodermic injections. It 
is also ascertained that Madame Bonnemain 
was a victim of the drug. 

Floods In the Pyrenees. 

PahIS, Oct. 125.— Great Hoods have occur- 
red in the streams'fed by the mountain tor- 
rents of the Eastern Pyrenees. Many val- 
leys have been inundated and crops and 
buildings washed away. 

To Restore Order In China, 

Shanghai, Oct. 25.— A message from Pe- 
kin says : The Chinese Government has 
decided to tend a part of the Pechihili gar- 
rison to restore and maintain order in the 
disturbed locality. This resolution was 
reached with great reluctance, as the Pechi- 
hili troops are especially depended upon for 
the protection of Pekin unci the adjoining 
country. The Chinese Government has be- 
come satisfied, however, that there is some 
danger of a renewal of the old Taipin rebel- 
lion, and vigorous action will be necessary 
to prevent the movement from becoming for- 
midable. Tseng Hon Ochuan, tho Chinese 
viceroy at Nanking, is paying foreign claims 
for compensation arising out of disturbances 
at Wuhu and at Yung-Tse ports. There 
are now eight war ships here. Twelve of 
the British squadron are at Nagasaki. Vice- 
roy Li's squadron is still docking at Port 
Arthur and everything appears to be quiet. 

Surpl out or Existence. 

LoifDOX, Oct. 25. — It was learned to-day 
that the village of Meiringcn, in the canton 
of Heme. Switzerland, has been almost 
wiped out by fire. Tho flames wore funned 
by a gale and the local fire department could 
do nothing to check tho progress of the con- 
flagration. Nearly all business places and 
residences were utterly destroyed in a brief 
space of time. The Victoria and Wilder- 
man's hotels were the only structures of con- 
sequence left in a properous valley of H,000 
inhabitants. The town was reduced to 
ashes in three hours. The wind was so 
strong that partly burned papers were car- 
ried as far as luterlan, nine inile3 distant. 
The inhabitants of tho burned town are in a 
pitiful condition, and relief parlies have 
started for the scene.

Mutt Bland by ■ Gladstone, 

Dublin, Oct. 25. — John Dillon addressed 
a demonstration of workingmen at Dundalk 
yesterday, and made a flattering nppeal for 
their support. He dilated upon the stupid- 
ity of trying to quarrel with England after 
all the trouble and time that has been occu- 
pied in securing her friendship. It waj a 
terrible thing to ask Ireland, with her 
steadily dwindling population, to break 
with Gladstone at the risk of postponing 
home rule another decade, ff thin spirit fac- 
tion is permitted to spread, before two 
years were over they would have as many 
parties us there are Irish members und be 
as they were fifteen years ago, when every 
man was for himself. 

A Continuance of Trouble, 

DUBLIN, Oct. 20. — A dispatch from Cork 
says that John O'Connor, M. P. for South 
Tipperary, compluins that lie has been fol- 
lowed in his calls nn voters, while cam- 
paigning for the Parnellite candidate for 
Cork city ami John 10. Redmond, by (.'anon 
O'Mally and other priests, who openly de- 
nounced him as being "one of Kittle 
O'Shea's men," and who told people to hunt 
him from t heir homes. Mr. Redmond, an- 
noyed at certain statements made by Mr. 
Healy, says that if the latter continues to 
abuse him he will publicly slap his face on 
the streets of Cork, even if he gets six 
months for doing so. 

A fluid Pro Ono. 

Sydney, N.S.W., Oct. 26.— South Aus- 
tralia declines to take any part, officially, in 
the Chicago World's Fair, unless the Ameri- 
can duties on wool are abolished. 

His Holiness Displeased, 

Rome, Oct. 20. — The Pope's intentions in 
regard to French cardinals has become 
known to-day. Owing to the hostile action 
of the French government toward the arch- 
bishop of Aix, do French cardinals will be 
appointed at the next consistory. 

A Serious Accident. 

Paris, Oct. 26. — Eleven persons were 
killed and twenty five seriously wounded in 
a railroad wreck yesterday near MoinuiB. 
Eight carriages were derailed anil plunged 
over an embankment. 

Worse, mid More of it. 

London, Oct. '26 — Tho Cork contest is 

becoming exciting. On Sunday, Canon 
O'Mohoney, while he was pelting mud ut 
O'Connor varied the accasion at intervals by 
dating Redmond and his friends to venture 
to Black Rock. To day they have gone to 
accept the challenge. To-morrow there will 
be a grand meeting in behalf of Flavin, the 
MuCarthyite candidate. Dillon and O'Brieu 
will arr ive about midday and will be pro- 
tected by a formidable escort of the Gaelic 
society, equipped with the necessary weap- 
ons. The Parnullitcs talk of an attack on 
the procession and an extra force of police 
bus been ordered ready. 

LATER— Redmond and John O'Connor, 
M.P., with bands and a crowd of partisans, 
went to lilack Hock in answer to Canon 
O'Mahoney's challenge. They marched 
boldly into the parish, The anti- Pai nellites 
were waiting for them with trailing cnats 
and shillelahs. The meeting of the two 
parties was attended by great excitement. 
The anti-Parnellitea showered sticks und 
stones and mud on their opponents. The 
Parncllites, who were armed with stout 
blackthorns, remained firm and Btcudy 
under the volley of mud, and, uftcr the 
first attack, charged aud routed their op- 



ponents. Then the victors held their meet- 
ing in tho Sold, while their enemies skulked 
away with bruised and bloody heads. The 
meeting was very enthusiastic, and after it 
the Pai nellites returned jubilant to Cork. 

.More or the Raltlmorc Incident. 

SANTIAGO, Oct. 26" — John Turnbull, an- 
other of the Baltimore's wounded men. died 
to-day. He had received no less than 20 
stab wounds, several of them penetrating 
his lungs. Acting on instructions from 
Washington, Minister Egan to-day, after 
making a brief but pointed summary of all 
the facts involved in the recent trouble, for- 
mally demandod reparation from the govern- 
ment of Chili. Mr. Egan expressed in distinct 
terms the feeling of great indignation which 
the Btate department at Washington feels 
at the whole affair, and informs the Junta 
that it is no informal suggestion that his 
government expects some kind of satisfac- 
tion for the assault upon the Baltimore's 
crew, and demands an immediate explana- 
tion of the whole affair and reparation for 
the injuries inflicted. The opinion prevails 
among foreign ministers that the Junta will 
immediately make the reparation demanded. 
The sympathy of the foreign residents is en- 
tirely with Capt. Schley, and Minister 
Egan 'a action gives great satisfaction. 

The London Newspapers Speak. 

LONDON, Oct. '20. — The demand of the 
United States on Chili for satisfaction on 
account of the attack on American sailors, 
in the streets of Valparaiso receives atten- 
tion in the evening and morning papers. 
The departure of the cruiser Boston coinci- 
dent with the demand made is looked upon 
us almost a hostile proceeding. The Eng- 
lish are inclined t ike up tho defense of 
Chili, where their interests lie. The Globe 
remarks that in the present condition of 
Chili the provisional government is hardly 
more responsible for the actions of the mob 
Valparaiso than the Washington govern- 
ment considered itself for .the lynching of 
the Italians. 

The St. James Gazette argues that the 
United States is not blameless in the mat- 
ter. It was an insult to appoint as their 
representative at Valparaiso Patrick Egan, 
who applied the methods of the Irish league 
to diplomacy^ President Harrison should 
not bo surprised if Chili should ask for his 
recall before complying with the American 
demand for satisfaction. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says the United 
States seem to lie rather in u hurry in their 
demand ' for compensation. President 
Harrison's dictum is like the vaporing of 
old world jingo. Tho States can well afford 
to bo patient without detriment to their 
rights or dignity. 

Don't Mam a Itnptnre. 

PARIS, Oct. 2G.— The Chamber of 
Deputies, by a vote of '284 to 210, has re- 
jected a motion to suppress the French 
embassy at the Vatican. 

No Demand Vet Made. 

LONDON, Oct. 2(i. — The Times, referring 
to tho Baltimore affair at Valparaiso, says: 
" It is clear that a brutal outrage was com- 
mitted and that the Washington City Gov- 
ernment has a good prima facie case to 
demand satisfaction, but the time has 
not yet come when such demand could 
be made in hot blood and based upon in- 
complete information. It is i oi for a 
great and powerful nation like the United 
States to ileal in this high-handed fashion 
with a weak neighbor. Arguing that Chili 
is recovering from a regime of bad govern- 
ment, the attack on the Baltimore's sailors 
may be regarded as an insane act in the 
drama. America's strong aggressive policy 
will tend to enhance the difficulties of a 
government which already has a hard 
enough time to maintain law and order." 

Uerman "Jack the Kipper." 

BERLIN, Oct. 25. — This city has been 
treated to a Jack-tho-Ripper sensation. The 
horribly mutilated body of an abandoned 
woman was found at her lodgings at a 
squalid quarter of the town. The woman 
was seen to enter the house with a man 
at 1 o'clock this morning, and within II) 
minutes he ran out. The woman was 
found on the floor fully dressed, with her 
throat- and abdomen cut open. Her name 
was Hedwig Nitsoho. Portions of the 
woman's body were cut off and carried 
away by the brutal murderer. Blood was 
spattered all over the ceiling and walls of 
the room, aud the murder seems to have 
been the woik of a madman. Several sus- 
pects have been arrested during the day, 
but had tu be released for lack of proof. 

The body of the woman was nearly 
severed and ripped from the neck down- 
wards. It seems another woman ttied to 
enter the room before the awful crime was 
committed. She attempted to disturb the 
assailant, who suddenly r ushed out, pushing 
aside several who were in his way. The 
inmates of the house were awakened by 
screams, and the unknown man was hotly 
pursued, but succeeded in making his 
escape. There havp been many other 
crimes, including suicides, within the past 
ten days in the lower quarter of the city, 

BiiKNlnh Jewish Rials, 

St. PETERSBURG, Oct. 25. — The anti- 
Jewish riots at Starodoub arose from the 
people's resentment ot the action of the 
municipal authorities in granting permis- 
sion to Jews to open their shops on Sun- 
day. In the midst of the riot a Jew struck 
a young Russian, und tho report, was 
spread that the latter hail been killed 

This greatly increased the fury of the 
people. Tho rabble looted a number of 
wine shops and many became drunk. Sud- 
denly a lire broke out in the J"wish quarter. 
The mob prevented the tire brigade from 
getting to work and ten houses were de- 
stroyed. The mob continued the work of 
pillage until a late hour in the night.

To the EDITOR:— In justice to myself 
and in the interests of the national game of 
Canada, even though I have no desire to en 
ter into u newspaper controversy, I cannot 
permit the scurrilous article, in last even- 
ing's Times to pass without comment. 1 
would just say, by way of preface, that .Sa- 
turday's match was one of the mildest] 
have seen hi this province, and I have wit- 
nessed nearly eveiy match since 1880, either 
as a spectator, an active player, or in an 
ofliciul capacity. I may also state that I 
have witnessed numberless matches in east- 
ern Canada, ami will buck my experience in 
lacrosse matters, at any time, with that of 
the child of the Times stall", who does not 
know even the rudiments of good 
play or the principles of lacrosse.

What Careful Teaching 1 and Religious 
Training Are Doing for 
Chinese Girls. 



Some of Their Accomplishments— 
Teaching the Young Idea— Begin- 
ning Life as a Missionary. 



In responso to an invitation, a representa- 
tive of the Colonist yesterday visited the 
pleasant, modest looking residence on Cor- 
morant street, where Mias Leek conducts 
hor Refuge Home for Chinese girls, under 
the auspiceB of the Auxiliary Ladies Mis- 
sionary Society of Toronto. The Methodist 
church here, however, supports the institu- 
tion financially, and the premises also belong 
to their body. In the home, which has been 
established for four years, there are at pres- 
ent eight girls, who have been living there 
from two years to six months, and, when it 
in remembered that they were taken into 
the plaee fresh from the most degrading and 
demoralizing influences of their native cus- 
toms, the change that has been effected in 
such a short timoiB wonderful. Neatness, 
that greatest of civilizers, is of course the 
primary object sought, and everything in 
the Home is as clean and sweet as hard 
scrubbing, constant vigilance, and fresh air 
can make it. The girls themselves 
are dressed in homely costumes, well made 
and pretty, and all look the picture of 
health and happiness. But behind the 
smiling fuces of somo of them lie hidden 
memories of a past trouble to think of. 
One or two were taken from scenes of hor- 
rible depravity, and lived for months after, 
shunning kindness and crouching like 
hunted beings when spoken to. Several 
have tales of cruelty and outrage to tell, 
that are almost post belief, and all have 
been through experiences of depravity and 
crime. 

The routine work of the institution has 
been formulated as much with the intention 
of giving its occupants a long lease of 
pleasant home life as to forward their edu- 
cation. In the morning until lunch time, 
they are engaged in spelling, arithmetic, 
geography, dictation and all the primary 
studies. They are also taught to 
play on the organ, a magnificent, instru- 
mei t, the gift of some tourists two 
years ago. The girls are constantly practis- 
ing on it, and the state of proiiciency to 
which some of them have brought them- 
selves iB wonderful. They sing and play al- 
most incessantly, and were only too glad to 
show their visitors,, yesterday, what they 
could do in this direction. In the after- 
noons they devote themselves to needlework 
ot all kinds, including knitting and lace 
work, and play at a dozen different games. 
HappincsB tioldB the fort here, and it is easy 
to see what a great and good change has 
been effected in the lives of all. Their 
needlework iB excellent, and u large number 
of orders have been filled for outsiders. Two 
of the workers have made £50 a year pocket 
money for two years, as the result of the 
sale of their knitting. The Home can un- 
dertake a great many more orders than it 
has been in the habit of receiving, and the 
Assistant-Matron, Miss Curtmel, would like 
the public to know that any work that can 
be given the girls will be carried out in the 
best possible manner. 

The proficiency of the girls in their stud- 
ies was amply illustrated yesterday when 
they were put through their facings in a 
number of subjects, and answers cume 
bright and quickly to all questions. One 
little maid of ten, replying to a query as to 
what were the hottest ana coldest portions 
of the enrth respectfully, said that " the 
South Pole was the hottest and the North 
Pole the coldest ;" and when told she was 
wrong, corrected her statement by revers- 
ing matters. A'nother, when asked to write 
a composition on her slate, in English, on 
the subject of "Chinese Kites," came out 
with the following: 

" The Chinese peoples are very fondest of 
kites. Old man and middle age man and 
young baby fly them, and show joy the 
greuter when they themselves conduct well 
in the air. Chinese kite* are of very odd 
shapes. They are made like big bats and 
butterflies, owls, hawks, fish, and other 
birds. There is nothing so much delight to 
the hearts ot Chinese people as a kite that 
flies very high In the atmosphere." 

Considering that this young woman has 
been learning the English language for about 
a year, her production was very creditable. 

The Home is conducted by ladies who are 
giving their charges a thorough Christian 
education, and notwithstanding the hard 
work needed to instil into their minds 
thoughts and ideas utterly at variance with 
those of their early training, they arc sue- 
cccding admirably. There is no harshness 
or stern rule, but kindness reigns supreme, 
and it is thiB happy Btate of living which 
those interested in the place hope will be a 
suflicient attraction to many other young 
giris among our Chinese population to be- 
come inmates. 

One child, it may be mentioned, came into 
the Home without u stitch of clothing to its 
back, without knowing what food was, and 
utterly ignorant of anything. It should be 
remembered, however, that the unfortunate 
girl was born there, its mother, the wife of 
a native absconder, having been in the es- 
tablishment at the time of the event. The 
matron proudly calls the attention of visi- 
tors to the young missionary, who baa not 
yet got past the crowing age.

BISHOP LEMM IONS' RETURN. 

From the Provisional Council of the Ecclesi- 
astical I'rovinee. 

The Right Rev. Bishop Lemniens return- 
ed, last evening, from the Provincial Council 
of the EccleBiasticul Province of Oregon, 
held at Portland. His Lordship comes 
back in good health and spirits, and 
pleased with the work of the council. He 
was called on, last night, by a Colonist 
representative, and explained that the busi- 
ness transacted at the Provincial Council 
concerned more the clergy than the laity. 
The decrees arrived at will be scut to 
Rome, and it will be some time before they 
can be published, but as an outcome of the 
meeting, a paatoral letter would be read in 
all churches of the ecclesiastical province, 
on Sunday next. The pastoral will deal 
with such topics as the school question, 
capital and labor, the observance of the 
Lord's day, and family piety. There was 
no business particularly connected with the 
Islnnd transacted at I lie council. On the 
subject of unremovable priests, His 
Lordship explained that the question had 
been decided years ago. Certain clergymen 
could be transferred from one parish to 
another by their bishop, without any specific 
reason being assigned, but in the the case 
of " unremovable priests," some good tan- 
gible re.isons should bo given for the trans- 
ference, were they demanded.

following summary of the sermon : — " The 
gifted Bishop of Vancouver Island and 
Alaska, Bishop Lcmmons, took his text 
from the Kpistles of St. Paul. Ho com- 
menced his Bcrmon by a reference to the 
dangers which surrounded those Catholics 
who met on the trains, at their work and, 
in fact everywhere, persons and newspapers 
whose sole stock in trade seemed to bo 
nothing but sneers and slurs. Bishop 
LenimeiiB then clearly demonstrated 
that tho Church is actuated by the instinct 
of the Holy Spirit. If wo could only 
understand the divine action of the Holy 
Spirit in the history of the church, we then 
could fully apprehend tho law of all true 
progress. The Church is God acting 
through u visible organization directly on 
men, and, through men on society dealing 
with Catholicity. Tho Bishop then dwelt 
at length on the ' Unity ' of the Church. 
He said that the meditation of the great 
truths of the Catholic Faith is a soureo 
from which the inspiration must come, if 
society is to be regenerated and the bun. an 
race directed to its true destination. He 
who would look to any other quarter for a 
suflicient remedy, and for true guidance, 
would be doomed to failure and disappoint- 
ment. That the interpretations of Chris- 
tianity by the so-culled reformation, 
especially by its leaders, neither sanctioned 
nor even implied tho natural rights of man 
the good Bishop clearly demonstrated. He 
stated that it was not from a knowledge of 
her true character ilmt the Catholic religion 
suffers in the minds of a largo portion ot 
the non-Catholic community, but from the 
false impressions they received." 



A WRECK ON THE RAIL. 

Two Freight Trains Crnsh on the C. P. R. with 
Fatal Efiultf. 

A Vuncouver, B. C, dispatch to the 
•Seattle Post-Intelligence of Sunday, says : 
By a collision of freight trains on the Cana- 
dian Pacific railroad, between Kelly and 
Brandon yesterday, a caboose was crushed 
and two men were killed and one badly in- 
jured. The killed are : W. Joll, of bur- 
ham county, Ontario, and James Bell, of 
Vancouvi r, B. C. The injured man is D. 
Bunting, of Roecnfelt, Manitoba ; badly 
burned and leg crushed. 

The story of the collision, as told by a pas- 
senger on the overland train, which did not 
arrive Uutil last midnight, being detained 
twelve hours until the wreck had been 
cleared away, is as follows : While the 
locomotive of a freight train in charge of 
conductor Chester was pulling in some cars 
on a switch, a second train came tearing 
along at the rate of twenty-five miles an 
hour and dashed into that portion of con- 
ductor Chester's train which, was standing, 
on the main line. Conductor Chester ran 
up to the line to Bignal the coming train, 
but it appears that engineer Rogers, who 
was pulling the second train, although he 
had ids engine reversed, could not hold her 
back coming down the grade. He and his 
fireman, Holder, jumped a few mo- 
ments before the collision. In the 
caboose, at the rear end of the 
first train were W. Joll, D. Bunting, James 
Bell, W. McLennan, C. R. Fcssender and 
JameB Bennett. On noticing the approach- 
ing train some rods away, they rushed for 
the door. McLennan, Bennett and Fcssen- 
der succeeded in jumping free of the wreck, 
but Bunting wa8 caught. He was taken 
from the wreck badly burned and with the 
loss of one leg. Joll was killed outright, 
haying been taken from the wreck shortly 
after badly mangled. Bell is supposed to 
be killed also, but as yet his body has not 
been taken from the debris. D. Bunting is 
a young married man about 25 years old. 
James Bell was a member of the firm of 
Bell Bros., carpenters, of this city. Do- 
ceasod was a most promising man, who was 
repaidly becoming one of the city's leading 
business men. Ho was returning from 
Griswold, where he had been attending to 
some business. It is not likely that any in- 
[uest will be held, as instructions have been 
received from Winnipeg not to hold one un- 
less it i6 a case of gross negligence. To say 
the least, it is an exceedingly sad accident 
and some one blundered. 



In Ike Police Court. 



Ctorce Seymour was brought before Po- 
lice Magistrate A. L. Belyea, yesterday 
morning, on two charges — one of stealing a 
watch and chain from T. J. Powers, and 
the other of supplying an Indian woman 
with an intoxicunt. It appears that, Satur- 
lay night, Powers, who was under the in- 
fluence of liquor, was met by the prisoner, 
at midnight, on Yates street, and after a 
short conversation, disappeared, and was 
not seen for about twenty minutes, when 
he cume to help his new ucijUuir.tanco up. 
Next morning, Seymour was arrested by 
Oflieer McDonald for supplying an Indian 
woman with an intoxicant. It was, how- 
ever, not long before the second churge was 
laid by Sergt. Levin, on information given 
him by the prisoner's chum, who handed 
over a watch and chain, which proved to be 
I hat of Powers. Tho case was remanded 
for a day, to procure further information, 
which may lead to more arrests. 



Co-rartncrnhlp ■> Failure. 

Frederick Lenndin was in custody, yes- 
terday, charged by Chas. Williams, his 
partner in the Willows Hotel, with having 
stolen therefrom the sum of $150. The 
warrant has been out for some days, and on 
Sunday night Lenndin surrendered himself 
to Officer Hunter at the provincial police 
office. He was, yesterday, brought before 
Mr. W. Ualby, J. P., and remanded until 
to-morrow at 2 o'clock. Williams alleges 
that his partner took from the till on four 
separate and distinct occasions in the 
month of September, $'20, $15, $50 and $65, 
and then left the city without intimating 
that he was about to do ho, or that he baa 
appropriated the money. Lenndin, on tho 
other hand, avers that he never took these 
sums, alleging that the receipts of no one 
day would amount to the respective sums 
which ho is said to have taken from the till. 
He says that Williams was anxious to get 
out of the business, and that he (Lenndin) 
went to Seattle to secure u purchaser in the 
person of Mr. Newland. When he came 
back with Mr. N., ho found that a wurrant 
was out for his arrest, and, after "fooling " 
Williams for a few days, surrendered. The 
lease of the firm and lici'iise are made out in 
the name of the firm, Lenndin & Williams, 
and the former is quite indignant at his. 
arrest, claiming that lie had a perfect light 
to take any money ho wished, so long as he 
accounted for it and squared his accounts. 
As the books of the hotel are in the bunds 
of Williams, Lenndin has applied to have . 
them handed into court and a receiver ap- 
pointed during his temporary sojourn behind 
the prison burs.

or anyone else to show that I have boen 
dragged into treasonable plots for ambition 
or for gain. Since 1859 I have been con- 
stantly on the battlefield in the ranks of 
the Conservative party. I have, I admit, 
always had a sincere contempt for those 
preachers of propriety who scorn a soldier 
because his tunic is torn and his fuco cut, 
regardless of the fact that he was in tho 
bloody fray for his party while they were 
gossiping slander at their firesides. I owe 
the little influence that I have, and the 
devotion which my friends have shown ma, 
to my open speaking, square dealing and 
fair lighting on every occasion ; and I urn 
not going to change my habits for anybody's 
care or anybody's threats." 

It will lc soon seen w hat the Globe has 
to say to this denial. If the oiler was 
made, it will not bo by any means difficult 
to prove the fact. Nothing but an oiler 
whose nature could not be mistaken, and 
made by a person known to bo fully auth- 
orized to act for Mr. Chaploau, could jus- 
tify the Globe in making the statement it 
did. Its explanation should be full, and 
so convincing as to leave no place for a mis- 
understanding or a doubt. The Globe's as- 
sertion is clearly made without a single 
qualification or reservation. It is that, dur- 
ing the session just closed, tho Hon. Mr. 
Chupleau offered to join the Liberals, with 
all the following he could muster, and that 
the Liberals rejected his advances. Is this 
true 7 Mr. Chaploau stales that it and 
other statements made by the Globe are 
falsehoods. For the truth's sake and for 
its own credit's sake, the Globe is bound to 
prove what it has asserted. 



MR. OUAPLEAU AND THE U LOBE. 

The Toronto Globe is, or rather was a few 
days ago, greatly exercised as to the oourse 
■which Mr. Chapleau intends to pursue in the 
present crisis and the position, if any, he 
will occupy in the reorganized government. 
In reply to a statement made by the Mon- 
treal Gazette to the effect that, bad as the 
Liberals now wish to make out Mr. Cha 
pleau to be, they were not long ago ready to 
con-ioue all his offences provided he entered 
their ranks and helped to overthrow Sir 
John Macdonald's government, adding that- 

" Mr. Chapleau's refusal to do this they 
and his energetic campaign against the Rie- 
lite movement, led by Messrs. L&urier and 
Metcier, are to-duy the chief cause of the 
dislike felt to him by his enemies who 
rushed to be his allies." 

This homethrust was felt by the Globe 
and it made the following reply :— 

" The Gazette is mistaken. During the 
session just closed Mr. Chapleau offered of 
his own accord, through an intermediary, to 
join the Liberals with till tho followers he 
could muster. The Liberals declined to 
treat with him. They knew him too well. 
They were aware, while he was sharpening 
the knife for Sir Hector, that his own do- 
ings as a Minister would not bear investiga- 
tion, for they had un inkling of the Printing 
Bureau scandals. Over and above this, 
they had always regarded him as politically 
unclean and untrustworthy. Indeed, that 
view is entertained by nine Tories in every 
ten. Mr. Chapleau tailed to abandon the 
Tory party simply because the Liberals 
refused to have anything to do with him ; 
and it will not do for t he Gazette to attempt 
to invert the facts of the case." 

This paragraph was reproduced by tho 
Hamilton Spectator, which said that the 
charge of the Globe was exceptional, ami re- 
quired denial on the part of Mr. Chapleau. 
That gentleman, without hesitation or do- 
lay, made the following statement to the 
correspondent of the Montreal Gazette for 
publication : 

"That paragraph of the Globe's contains 
us many falsehoods as there are sentences in 
it. Our worthy friend, the Hamilton Spec- 
tator, is mistaken in saying that these 
charges are exceptional and such that no 
honorable man should allow them to remain 
ahcontradicted. I have already outlived 
.similar outrages from the Grit and Rouge 
press, and I do not think of committing 
suicide from the grief which the Globe im- 
agines I must feel at its attacks, even if nine 
men in every ten were silly enough to take 
Mr. Farrer's sayings for tho gospel: When 
it suited the Grits to predict the fall of the 
Conservative Government they were wont 
to say that I had a strong personal following 
in my province ; when they sulk in their 
helplessness to get dupes or accomplices they 
may call me ' sour grapes ' with impunity. 
Rut if they accuse me of treason to n.y lead- 
ers or to my party they lie knowingly or 
criminally. 

" They onec offered me, not from the top 
of a mountain, but from the top of a Re- 
gum scaffold, a kingdom of glory and pow- 
er. 1 refused and routed them. Hence 
their hatred. Still, you may be sure that 
if an accident was throwing me into their 
camp, my sword and my epaulette would 
not be taken away from me. I soon would 
bo the ' fine fellow,' the ' brave boy,' instead 
of the 'unclean and untrustworthy ' that I 
am called to-iHy, and the political world 
would not long be scandalized. 

" Such things have happened before. Sir 
Richard Cartwrigbt can tell how it is done. 
Indeed, I don't pretend that a man cannot 
differ at times from his colleagues ; from 
bis party. Ho can even sever his connec- 
tion with his party for political reasons or 
for personal differences, if the latter render 
bis relations intolerable ; and he is a fool if 
hu does not find all the precedents ho wants 
ill high sphores ot British public life. This 
is no treason. 1 have no hesitation in say- 
ing that I have at times suffered at the 
hands of my own purty. My party has 
nover suffered at my hands. I have made 
representations when, to use the words 
of tho Spectator, 'Geographical con- 
siderations, length of service, political 
influence, administrative ability ami ex- 
perience,' wero discarded. 1 made them 
frankly. I made them »o thoso whoso duty 
it was to bear them. I would not bo 
ashamed to publish my correspondence on 
those matters. Tho tight to potition, as 
tho petition of right, is part of the con- 
stitution. , „, . . 

I have never surrendered my liberty of 
action to tho whims of a man or of a party, 
I never pandered to racial or religious pro- 
jjeiiccH. Success would bo bought too dear 



THE AUSTRALIAN FLEET. 

The problem of union for defence between 
Great Britain and her colonies has been in 
part solved by the Australians. They have 
now in Australian waters a fleet of live fatt- 
sailing cruisers and two torpedo gunboats. 
The vessels are called by Australian names, 
they are to cruise in Australian waters, and 
they are to be used to protect Australian 
ports and Australian shipping. These ships 
are well armed and well equipped in every 
way. The names of tho cruisers are the 
Katoomba, Mildura, Wallaroo, Tauraoiiga 
and Ringaroonia. The torpedo boats ire 
called tho Boomerang and tho Karakatta. 
They aro all fine vessels of their kind. 
" The cruisers have a length of 265 feet be- 
tween ths perpendiculars, and an extreme 
breadth of 41 feet. They draw 16 ft. in. 
of water, and their displacement is '2">00 
tons. Their arnmnent consists of eight 1-7 
inch quick-firing guns on central pivot 
mountings, eight quick-firing three-pounder 
guns and machine guns. Each cruiser is 
fitted with four torpedo tubes. They are 
able to carry sufficient coal to steam 4500 
miles at the ordinary rate of steaming. 
The torpedo boats have a displacement of 
7,">0 tons and ate 4.")00 horse-power." On her 
trial trip the Ringaroonia gave 18 knots, 
and the Wallaroo is reported as having 
been frequently driven up to 11 knots 
without any trouble. On her voyage to 
Australia the Boomerang made lli.J knots 
easily, and her record for one day was .'!.')0 
nautical miles. 

From this it will be seen that tho Austra- 
lian squadron is a very respectable one, and 
one which is able to do good work when it 
is needed. The ships form an integral part 
of the Royal Navy, and are officered and 
manned by officers and men in the regular 
Bervice. Bnt the colonies pay annually 
$455,000 towards tht-ir maintenance, and 
$165,000 to a sinking fund. If any of the 
hips is destroyed or lost, she is to be re- 
placed by the Imperial Government at no 
xtra cost to the colonies. Both the colonies 
and the Mother Country are pleased with 
the arrangement. The Australians are 
proud of their lleet, and they gave it a cere- 
monious hut a hearty reception at each of 
the principal ports. The arrival of this 
squadron in Australian waters marks an era 
in the history, not of that continent alone, 
but of the whole British Empire, It is the 
beginning of that union for defence which, 
if the Empire is to continue in its preseut 
form, must be established between Great 
Britain and all her dependencies. 



tho Government of the United States. The 
"celestials" come to British Columbia without 
assistance or encouragement from any white 
man in the Dominion. They are required 
to pay fifty dollars a houd beforo they laud, 
not to incroaso tho Dominion revenue, but 
to discourage Chinese immigration. Tho 
suggestion that the Chinese aro wuntod 
hero by the authorities on account of tho 
trifling sum they pay as head money, is 
so utterly ridiculous that we are surprised 
that the Chicago liar thought that there 
was any one in the United States so ignor- 
ant or so stupid as to give it a moment's 
consideration. 

Another telegram from Ottawa says that 
"great excitement exists among the white 
laborers, over the refusal of the Dominion 
Government, at the last session, to adopt 
legislation respecting the immigration of 
Chinese laborers;" and that it is only be- 
cause that there are a battery at Victoria 
and militia on the Mainland that riots have 
not occurred. The Ottawa fabricator 
is not more truthful or more ingenious 
than his Chicago confrere. There is not 
one word of truth in tho statements he 
makes. There ia no excitement among the 
white laborers in any part of the province, 
and we venture to say that not a man 
among them has been deterred from doing 
what he wanted to do by tho thought that 
there are soldiers and militiamen in tho 
province. In fact it is impossible to 
imagine a more tranquil community than 
that, whoso home is British Columbia. 
Everyone pursues his or her avocation in 
peace, and there is not the slightest indica- 
tion of disturbance in any direction. The 
space liars must look somewhere else for a 
sensation, for there is no chance of their 
getting up one, of which this province is 
the theatre. If Chinamen aro smuggled 
across the national boundary, as no doubt 
tbero are, we have a very strong suspicion 
that there are many more An: or lean citizens 
than British subjects engaged in the busi- 
ness.

THE SPACE LIAR AOAIN. 
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Canadian Pacific railway who are suffering 
for want of food and aro unable to obtain 
employment. Continuing, he said : 

"The vast number of arrivals, it is be- 
lieved, is the result of a notice spread 
among the Chinese by influential Chinamen, 
who have returned home, that it is very 
easy to get into the United States. I be- 
lieve that the Canadian Government is 
assisting celestials into the country in order 
to get the $50 per bead they aro compelled 
to pay. That Government, it is believed, 
is also expecting the same Exclusion Act to 
be passed by the Legislature next winter, 
and it now desires to get in all the China- 
men it possibly can. If this big rush is not 
stopped soon there will be untold Buffering 
among the new arrivals, as there are twice 
as many in Vancouver, B.C., at present as 
can find employment." 

It is not probable that Treasury Agent 
Scanlan made a single one of the statements 
attributed to him in this telegram. If ho 
has inspectors on the frontier they would 
not be such fools as to try to deceive him by 
giving him information which the slightest 
enquiry would show to be false. 

There is no complaint from Vancouver 
that there is an unusual number of China- 
men there, and nothing is said about thoso 
who aro in that town and in its vicinity, be- 
ing in a destitute condition. It is very sel- 
dom indeed that a Chinaman is seen, in 
British Columbia, exhibiting signs of want. 
They aro all well clad, and they all appear 
to be well fed. Tho assertion that tho Can- 
adian Government is assisting Chinese to 
come to Britisli Columbia is absurdly fulso. 
The Canadian Government haB nothing more 
to do with Chinese immigration thau has

Motegi will recommend 
that tho United States Government be asked 
to put an embargo on Japanese wonion, as 
measures of prevention in Japan will have 
littlo effect, the women being able to accrete 
themselves on board of outgoing steamers 
until awuy from the land.

NEWS OF THE PROVINCE. 



Vancouver's Re-count Places the Cen- 
sus at 18,260-The Hecla 
Safe in Port. 



A Westminster District Siwash Com- 
mits Suicide, All for 

Love. , 



Vancouver, Oct. 20. — Konoplitsky, the 
escaped Siberian exile, finding himself un- 
able to got work in the mines at Nunaimo, 
haa accepted an offer to exhibit himself in 
Denver, Colo., and left for there yesterday. 

Messrs. Mackay & Emanuels have handed 
the city council their final report of the 
census of this city, which totals IS, 260, 
divided as follows : Whites, 17,32(3; Chinese, 
840; Indians, 60; and negro, 27. 

American ship Hecla arrived, this morn- 
ing, from Yokohama, 45 days out. Her 
^riucinal cargo iB tea, consigned to the 

New Westminster, 15. C, Oct. 25. — 
Early this morning a young Indian, named 
Joseph Bill, aged 20, committed suicide on 
the Canadian side, a short distance from 
Blaine. The Indian was evidently de- 
termined to end his existence, as the man- 
iner of his suicide would indicate. He first 
tied a small sash cord, which he hud worn 
around his waist, to an alder sapling, not 
over four feet from the ground, then tightly 
around his neck ; and there he lay, with his 
face downwards, and the weight of his head 
and shoulders upon the cord, his fuce and 
body coming within a few inches of the 
ground. The act was committed because a 
young Indian woman, with whom he was 
enamored, would not consent to elope with 
him, but wished him to wait until the loth 
of November, when the Catholic priest 
from New Westminster would be present 
and perform the marriage ceremony. Mr. 
McTicrnan goes over to Blaine to-morrow 
to invsstigate. 

R. A. Kimpton has received the contract 
for erecting a church on the Shuswup re- 
serve, in Upper Kootenay. It is to be paid 
for by the tribe in steers, furs and vege- 
tables. 

Hot Springs district does not propose to 
let the Slocau Lake excitement get away 
•with all the baggage. On Wednesday a 
afcriko was made in the Number One that 
eclipses anything made before in that mine. 
The body of ore is four feet wide, nnd assays 
all the way from §200 to $400 to the ton. 

Two Presbyterian churches are shortly to 
be erected in the Mission valley — one at 
Benroulin, the other near Duck Lake. The 
Earl of Aberdeen has promised $500 toward 
the Benroulin building fund. 

Walter Scott has parted with a half inter- 
est in his claims on Fish creek, Illecillewaet, 
to S. S. Ryckman, of Ontario. He is a 
wealthy man and will expend a few thous- 
and dollars in developing the property. 

Illecillewaet prospectors are beginning to 
realize that undeveloped claims cannot be 
sold to advantage, and many are adopting 
the plan of proving their properties before 
offering them for sale. 

The trail down FiBh Creek to the arm of 
the Upper Arrow Lake is now made about 
14 miles, but owing to the lateness of the 
season, work will have to bo discontinued 
until next spring. 

The present government of British Colum- 
bia is pursuing a very liberal course in re- 
gard to West Kootenay, seconding with a 

fenerous hand the progressive efforts of J. 
I. Kellie, M.P.P., in providing trials and 
roads to open up the district. — Inland Sen- 
tinel. 

Good reports aro received from the Lan- 
ark mine at Illecillewaet. After a year and 
five months' work, at a cost of nearly §20,- 
000, the lower tunnel has been connected 
with the upper one by an uprise of about 
200 feet, snowing ore all the way, and prov- 
ing that their vein of 27 feet in width is 
continuous to that depth at least. An 
a;rial tramway, connecting the mine with 
the railway track, is to be put in next sum 
mcr, and then all that will be required iB a 
market for the ore. 

The lower tunnel on the Dandy — Toad 
Mountain — isin between 140 and 150 feet, and 
tho cross tunnel between 180 and 100 feet. 
The lower tunnel is looking well. The 
abaft has been cleaned out, and Mr. Esler 
was well satisfied with the looks of the ore 
bedy. At the Grizzly, Superintendent 
Hobinson will crosscut from the bottom of 
tho shaft to the ledge, and afterwards drift. 
The Silver King is still the king pin mine 
of the Koetenay Lake country, and has 
more money in sight than would buy a 
■whole shire back in Scotland or a whole 
state south of the boundary line. The past 
week has not been noted for sales, but few 
claims changing hands. 

There was a pleasant family gathering at 
noon Saturday at the residence of Mr. and 
Mrs. T. W. (jiluholin, Nunaimo, to witness 
tho interesting ceremony that united in the 
holy bonds of matrimony Flora Glaholm, 
the eldest dauphter, to Mr. William Sloan, 
senior partner of the Brm of Sloan it Scott, 
dry goods merchants of that city. There 
were no less than four generations of the 
family represented at the ceremony, rang- 
ing from Mrs, Wm. McGregor, the highly 
esteemed and respected great-graudmother, 
to the child of Mrs. C. A. Caldwell, of 
Vancouver. The ceremony was performed 
by Rev. I), A. McHae, of St. Andrew's 
Presbyterian church, the father giving away 
the bride. Mary and Winnie, sisters of the 
bride, acted us bridesmaids, while Mr. W. 
C. Scott assisted his partner in the ordeal. 

Three good-sized exhibits were taken from 
Vernon to Enderby last week and shipped 
to their destinations. Tho first consisted 
almost entirely of samples of the various 
kinds of grain grown in the district, and 
was sent to I'rof. Saunders, Ottawa, who is 
making a larjie collection of grain from all 
parts of Canada for exhibition at the great 
agricultural show to be held next fall nt 
Doncaster, England. The second WuS made 
up of grain, vegetables and various kinds of 
field prod ilea, and was shipped to Messrs. 
Brackmnn tc Ker, Victoria. The third, 
consisting solely of fruit and vegetables, was 
sent to tlm Okanagan Laud and Develop- 
ment Co., Vancouver. 

At the annual meeting of the Spallum- 
cheen and Okariigan Agricultural Associa- 
tion, the following officers were elected for 
1H92: President, Mr. M. Lumby ; 1st Vice- 
President, Mr. Ellison ; 2d do., Mr. das. 
1 T. Steele ; secretary, Mr. A. K. Stuart; 
treasurer, Mr. W. Dewdney (government 
ag< nt) ; directors, Messrs. L, Girouard, D, 
Graham, W. H. Norris, E. Driscoll, E. 11. 
Wood, C. O'Kteft, A. Pobtiil, F. Monger, 



T. Ellis, J. Cameron, B. Loquimo, G. G. 
Mackay, F. Young, L. W. Patten, Q. Faulk- 
Ler. Mr. Lumby, on returning thanks for 
his election, made a very appropriate speech, 
and touched upon the necessity of obtaining 
a suitable building and good grounds for 
next year's show. He also made an earnest 
appeal to members to put aside all sectional 
feeling and work well together for the gen- 
eral good of the district. The election of an 
additional director for tho lowor country 
(Kettle Kiver, Osooyos and Similkanicen) 
created a deal of discussion, several names 
being proposed, the result boing that uono 
wero appointed for that section. It was 
then unanimously carried that the Rt. Hon. 
tho Eurl of Aberdeen be appointed an hon. 
member of tho society, and the secretary 
was requested to notify him to that effect. 

The annual meeting of the B.C. Mainland 
Pioneer and Benevolent Society waB held, 
last Thursday evening, for the election of 
officers and tho transaction of general busi- 
ness. There was a fair attendance of the 
local members of the society. The election 
of officers for the ensuing year resulted in 
the re-election of James Mcintosh, presi- 
dent; John R. Hull, vice-president; and 
Joseph Ratchford, secretary. Tho only 
change from tho previous staff was in the 
choice of G. C. Tunstall for treasurer. The 
board of directors chosen were composed of 
John O'Brien, James Guerin and John R. 
Hull, of Kamloops, and M. Sullivan and 
William Chase, of Shuswup. The general 
business transacted related to the 5th annual 
festival and dinner which it was decided 
should be held on the 24th of November. 
Messrs. John R. Hull, James Mcintosh and 
John O'Brien were appointed a committee 
to make tho required arrangements. 

When simmered down, the mining news 
of tho week amounts to little more than 
talk ot tho new discoveries on Slocan lake, 
and the location of that body of water. 
While the lake is well-known by name, its 
cation cannot be accurately stated. One 
man who has been on it Bays that it is over 
40 miles long ; another, who has not been 
on it, says it cannot be more than 20 miles 
in length. Tile length of Slocan river ie 
also an unsettled question ; ono stating it to 
be 40 miles, nnd another that it cannot be 
more than 25 or '.i0. Soveral claim that 
the lake does not lie north and south, hut 
north-east and south-west. This, however, 
is doubted by men who are pretty well 
posted, they claiming that the mountain 
ridges or divides all run in a north and 
south direction, and that if Slocan lake is 
40 miles in length it must lie in the same 
general direction as Kootenay lake and Up- 
per Arrow lake. The lake is located on 
Professor Dawson's map as lying a little 
north east to south-west, but, as the pro- 
fessor was not on the lake, his mup cannot 
be taken as an authority. Of course, there 
are men who believe that the new district 
can be reached by a shorter and more 
practicable route than the one up the 
North Fork of Kaslo creek, but 
until they prove their beliefs, the 
Kaslo creek route will be tho one followed. 
The distunce from Kootenay Luke by that 
route is certainly not more than 30 miles, 
and the chances are when a trail is made 
the distance will not be more than 20 or 25. 
It is too early to determine the probable 
worth of the district, but by the time it iB 
known the best route for a wagon road will 
also be known. The Canadian Pacific rail- 
way people are not asleep, and engineers 
will be in the field within a month to make 
preliminary surveys, bo bs to determine 
the route by which the ore must be shipped. 
The engineers claim the natural route is 
down Slocan river, and not out by way of 
Lower Arrow lake, as has been stated by 
the steamboat and smelting interests cen- 
tered at Revelstoke. That the ledges are 
large and easily traceable is admitted by all 
tho parties who have been on the ground ; 
that the ore is high-grade is proved by the 
assays, the tests being by men above sus- 
picion. The new discovery is not a mirage; 
it is an actuality ; and The Miner predicts 
that "Slocan" will be the name of one of 
the richest mineral divisions of West Koot- 
enay district.— The Miner.

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KAISEK AND PRINCE. 

Bismarek will Kutor Upon a Parliamentary 
Coulllct wltli the Emperor. 

Berlin, Oct. 25.— The reichatag will re- 
assemble Tuesday, November 10th. It can 
be predicted that the lending feature of the 
"speech from the throne will be congratula- 
tions upon the formation of a commercial 
union between Germany, Austria and Italy. 
It is also expected that His Majesty will re- 
fer hopefully to the outcome of the ponding 
negotiations with other countries looking to 
the widening of Germany's commercial re- 
lations. 

It is now definitely determined that 
Trince Bismarck will again make his ap- 
pearance in parliament. He has been in 
communication with tbo leaders of the Con- 
servatives and of tho Reichs party in re- 
gard to concerted action against both tbo 
internal and external policy of the govern- 
ment. Bismarck's attitude toward com- 
mercial treaties und upon the labor ques- 
tion has long been known, and his 
announced opposition to the government's 
policy in these matters occasions no sur- 
prise. The indication of his intention to 
challenge the Government's foreign policy 
und even go to the lengtli of revealing 
secrets between himself and the Emperor, 
has alarmed both his friends und tho Gov- 
ernment circle. The Hamburger Naoh- 
richten, Bismarck's organ, declares that the 
Prince is entering upon a parliamentary 
conflict between himself and tho Emperor. 

A pamphlet written by Lothair Bucher, 
undoubtedly under tho direction of Bis- 
marck, has made its appearance. It 
abounds in complaints and threats against 
the Emperor as altering Germany's foreign 
policy, to tho peril of the existence of tho 
empire. What tends to excite alarm in 
ministerial circles regarding the Prince's 
scheming is knowledge of tho fact that the 
ex-Chuncellor has the backing of plenipo- 
tentiaries of Bavaria and Wurtemberg and 
the partial support of Saxony in tho Bun- 
dearath. Chancellor von Capri vi is con- 
scious of the latent or open sympathy of the 
federal governments with the ex-Chancel- 
lor, and has a difficult part to play. Every 
one expects that some painful und exciting 
scenes will be occasioned through the atti- 
tude, of the I'rince during the course of the 
session. 

PORT CRESCENT POINTERS- 

The Breakwater Becoming a Thine of Re- 
ality-Elk Hunting on the Solduck. 

Port Crescent, Oct. 24. — The work on 
the breakwater is being prosecuted by the 
Port Crescent Improvement Company at all 
times when the weather is not unfavorable. 
The gang of men employed has acquired 
3uch wonderful skill in the work that they 
perform their task with a speed and pro- 
ficiency only equalled by the powerful 
machinery which moves the vast fragments 
of rock to the cars that convey them out 
to the trestle work. The building of the 
great sea wall is so far solved that its com- 
pletion is a subject of accurate calculation. 

The tug Enterprise towed a scow load of 
cedar anil spruce lumber to Seattlo, yester- 
day, for the Port Crescent Mill Company. 

The post office dcrurtment has establish- 
ed a post office at Fairholme, at the ranch 
of George E. Mitchell, at the west end of 
the lake, where the trails to the Solduck 
valley begin. 

Charles Jones, tho pioneer of tho upper 
Solduck, passed through, yesterday, with a 
number of new settlers who have taken 
claims in his neighborhood. Petitions and 
numerous affidavits of actual settlers on the 
Solduck hive been forwarded to Surveyor- 
General Cavanuagh, and two townships 
south of Lake Crescent will be surveyed 
next season. J. T. Sheets, who has just 
completed the survey of the lake township, 
expects to do the wotk in the Solduck 
townships. 

Mr. R. M. Swartout, of Hartwick Semin- 
ary, N. Y., returned, yesterday, from a 
month's hunt in the Olympics, on the head- 
waters of the Solduck. He brought out 
among his mementoes of the chase a magni- 
ficent elk skin rug. 

R. N. Williams, of San Francisco, was 
here, yesterday, arranging for a hunt for 
elk, on the Solduck, next wnek. Messrs. 
J. C. Heath and Frank Webber, of Port 
Townsend, are now engaged in the chase, 
Ernest Boohrig and Frank Austin haue just 
returned from the heaewaters of the Sol- 
duck, with a pair of immense antlers as a 
trophy of their hunt.

THE NAME OF AMERICA. 

Origin of the Same, us Twlil :it th<- Inter, 
uutiona) Congress l» furls. 

Tbo discussion on the origin of the 
name America was opened at the Inter- 
national congress of Americanists in 
Paris by M. Jules Marcou, who assert- 
ed, says Science, that the name Ameri- 
ca was derived from u range of moun- 
tains in Central America, which, in the 
languag-e of the natives, is culled 
"Amerique," anil Vespucci never bore 
the Christian name of "Amerigo," be- 
cause this latter is not a saint's name in 
the Italian calendar; and, further, that 
he changed his name "Alberico" to 
"Amerigo" for the first time after the 
name by which the new world is now 
commonly known began to be used in 
order to cause it to be believed t hat the 
continent was so named in bis honor. 

But M. Oovi proved two years ago 
that the name "Alberico" is in the Flor- 
entine language identical with "Ameri- 
go," and that Vespucci, before the year 
1500, sometimes subscribed himself 
"Amerigo" appears from a letter re- 
cently discovered among- the archives of 
the duke of Gonzaga at Mantua. This 
point was corroborated by the Spanish- 
Americanist, Be la Espada, from letters 
and pamphlets preserved in the Archiv 
de las Indias at Seville, in which Ves- 
pucci sometimes calls himself •'Alberi- 
co," and sometimes ••Amerigo." En 
passant, the Spaiii.sh savant mentioned 
the interesting fact that the first so 
called "quatuor navigationes" was not 
made by Vespucci at all. 

M. Ilamy adduced a further interest- 
ing proof of the incorrectness of M. Mar- 
con's contention in the shape of a map 
of the world, prepared in the year 1400 
by the cartographer Valloscu, of Mal- 
lorea, on the back of which is a note to 
the effect that the map was bought, in 
at an auction by .the merchant of Ameri- 
go Vespucci* for one hundred and twen- 
ty gold ducats. Further, the general 
secretary of the congress, M. Pector, 
pointed out that, according to a com- 
munication received from the president 
of the Nicarngue, the range of moun- 
tains in question is not called "Ameri- 
que" at all, but "Amerisque."
